FLOOD SPREAD THE BACTERIA 


One Good Swa t Now is Worth Se v e r­ 


a l Million La te r on— Gre a t 


Dis e a s e Ca rrie r. 


After the flood the su bsequ ent 
cleaning u p, then whatf 
Why swat 
the fly of cou rse. 
The need of the warfare on the fly 
this y ear, becau se of the flood , is 
imperativ e. 
The flood has washed 
filth ov er a wid e area. It has scat­ 
tered bacteria of all k ind s of pesti­ 
lence. 
It 
has 
not 
k illed 
these 
germs. 
As these germs are now scattered 
they will not d o any harm ex cept 
when they are carried to man, woman 
and child . 
The greatest carrier of 
su ch 
germs and d istribu tor of d isease is 
not the wind or the mosqu ito. 
It is 
the fly . That is the big thing to re­ 
member this spring and su mmer. 
The fly —the great epid emic mak er 
—is a pecu liar insect. Many only in 
the last half d ozen y ears is 
really 
getting closely acqu ainted with the 
fly . 
The resu lts of this 
acqu ain­ 
tance are two. 
First, it has been fou nd to be the 
greatest and most d angerou s of all 
d isease spread ers and to 
mak e 
a 
specialty of ty phoid fev er. 
It • has 
been renamed “the ty phoid fly ” by 
su ch scientists as L. (). Howard , the 
United S<tate entomologist, and C. (1. 
Hewitt, Canad ian Dominion entomo­ 
logist. 
Second , the best method s of at­ 
tack ing it hav e 
been 
fou nd . 
The 
fact that there is little in the form 
of animal life with which man d eals, 
that can and d oes, breed so fast as 
the fly has brou ght a realization that 
if y ou swat the first flies of spring 
y ou d o real d estru ction to the fly . 
And the d iscov ery that a fly when 
leav ing food alway s 
flies 
u pward 
lead s easily to trapping the fly . 
Of all the slogans that hav e been 
brou ght into play on this nation to 
mov e it to action, none 
has 
been1 
more effectiv e than “swat that fly .” 
At the same time—ex cept at this 
season of the y ear—none has been 
more foolish. Ex terminator. 
The few flies that d rone arou nd in 
April are—if they escape—the an­ 
cestors of swarms in Ju ly and Au ­ 
gu st. No one y et k now s ex actly how 
the few flies get throu gh the winter. 
Some scientists who 
are 
stu d y ing 
the fly as it lias nev er been stu d ied 
before, say it hibernates, or hid es 
behind the wall paper or gets into 
the crack s of a warm bu ild ing. Oth­ 
ers insist that the fly gets into piles 
of lu mber, and some say that it can 
ev en freeze solid . 
The April fly , howev er, is the fly 
that cou nts when one talk s of the 
swat. 
Figu res that 
the 
scientists 
are mak ing and 
printing 
in 
new 
book s on the fly are impressiv e. Pro­ 
fessor C. F. Hod ge, of Clark u niv er­ 
sity , was cau ght at liis fly laboratory 
at Worchester, Mass., the other d ay , 
ju st as he was completing his latest 
stu d y of the fly . He bad ju st com­ 
pleted his rev ised estimates of the 
possible progeny of a pair of flies. 
Hod ge said : “ It tak es ten d ay s 
for fly eggs to become ad u lt flies. 
Ten d ay s of feed ing interv enes be­ 
tween the birth of the fly and its be­ 
ginning to lay eggs. Each female 
fly lay s 150 eggs at a time abou t ev ­ 
ery ten d ay s and liv es to lay six 
batches. It is assu med that half the 
progeny are females. Now let u s

BE ON ALERT, HE ADMONISHES 


Urge s Orga niza tion 
to Fe rre t 
Out 


Thos e Who Are Pre pa ring to 


Sta rt “Blind Tige rs .” 


In a sermon on 
“Law Enforce­ 
ment” at the Main Street Christian 
chu rch last ev ening, the Rev . C. M. 
Yocu m mad e an appeal to the citi­ 
zens of Ru shv ille to stand 
behind 
the pu blic officials and help them see 
that the law is not v iolated , since 
Ru shv ille has been v oted “d ry .” 
The minister intimated that plans 
were now being laid to 
establish 
“blind tigers,” d eclared that people 
shou ld be on the alert ev ery moment 
to foretsall any su ch mov ement, lie 
ad monished the 
citizens 
to 
form 
some k ind of an organization which 
will hav e recognition, with an ex ecu ­ 
tiv e committee that will d o the work . 
“I am in somewhat of a qu and ary ,” 
he began, “to k now whether to call 
this a sermon or a message. A stu d y 
of law' enforcement is appropriate 
and v ital now. 
“Some time ago I gav e my v oice 
against the liqu or traffic. I plead ed 
« for a v ote against the open saloon. 
1 d id it with all sincerety . The sa­ 
loon has d ied —and I am told that it 
d ied easily . 
Shall we, hav ing ou t­ 
lawed the saloon, permit the illegal 
sole of the 
same 
d amnable stu ff? 
Shall we permit men to go ahead and 
sell it or shall we mak e 
it 
really 
‘d ry .’ 
“It wou ld be an inju stice to the 
saloon men who cond u cted a saloon 
legally to d o otherwise. 
I believ e 
the open saloon is wrong, bu t 
we 
shou ld not v ote the saloon men ou t 
and then allow liqu or to be sold il­ 
legally .” 
The Rev . Mr. 
Yocu m 
ex plained 
that there are three d epartments of 
gov ernment—legislativ e, 
ex ecu tiv e 
and ju d icial. A11 of them are of and 
for the people, 
he d eclared , both 
theoretically and practically , and if 
the people will it shall be su ch, so it 
shall be. 
“There are those,” continu ed the 
pastor, “who insist that this is not 
a gov ernment of and for the people, 
bu t that it is a gov ernment of bosses, 
ru led by great corporations. In spite 
of all these assertions, the people are 
u preme. The bosses ru le, if they 
d o, becau se we allow them to. We 
it id ly by when we hav e the power, 
the reins and the whip. 
‘‘The United States congress and 
the state legislatu res mak e the laws 
as the people d emand . 
This is d is­ 
pu ted , bu t the contention can not be 
u pheld . 
We hav e as good gov ern­ 
ment as we d eserv e. If we d eserv e 
any thing better, let u s d emand it. All 
the states hav e the laws they want. 
No legislatu re can refu se to obey 
the mand ates of the people. 
If it 
d oes, it will be replaced at the nex t 
election. 
“I d o not d eny that a legislatu re 
will pass some obnox iou s laws. The 
ballot is ou r weapon. Stu mp speech­ 
es may be mad e, bu t they av ail noth­ 
ing as compared with ou r power with 
the ballot. 
“Here is a law that will banish the 
saloon from the city , township, ward 
or precinct, or cou nty , if all the 
townships d ecid e it shall be so, al­ 
thou gh we d o not hav e the cou nty 
option law that we once had . 
“The law is the whip; we hav e it 
and we mu st u se it. 
Laws, lik e 
whips, d o not u se themselv es. That’s 
why we hav e an ex ecu tiv e and ju d i-

WOULD PROHIBIT NEW HATS. 


Mo bile, Ala., April 7.—A co lo nel in 
the Mex ican army , Lo uis Riv era, a 
clo se friend o f the late Gustav o Ma* 
dero , bro ther o f the murdered Mex ican 
president, say s that there will be no 
peace in Mex ico until the slay ers o f 
Madero and Pino Suarez are displaced 
fro m po wer. 
He is bitter against 
General Huerta, the pro v isio nal presi­ 
dent, who m he calls a traito r, and de­ 
clares the intelligent peo ple o f Mex ­ 
ico will no t co untenance tactics that 
hav e put a blo t upo n the name o f their 
co untry . 
Co lo nel Riv era bro ught the details 
o f the murder o f Abram Go nzales, fo r 
mer go v erno r o f Chihuahua, and min­ 
ister o f the interio r under Po rfirio 
Diaz. 
He said the assassinatio n o f 
Madero and Suarez and the burning 
o f Hernandez was refined cruelty as 
co mpared with the diabo lical murder 
o f Go v erno r Go nzales. 
He was being 
co nv ey ed under guard o f Huerta’s so l­ 
diers fro m Chihuahua to Mex ico City , 
when the statio n o f Napulo was reach­ 
ed by the train. 
The priso ner was 
shackled and his hands tied behind 
him. 
His feet were bo und, and the 
so ldiers threw his helpless bo dy in 
fro nt o f the train. 
The signal to ad­ 
v ance wras giv en the engineer and the 
bo dy was mangled under the wheels. 
The so ldiers went hack a few minutes 
later and, finding the unfo rtunate v ic­ 
tim writhing in ago ny , fired into his 
head with their rifles. They then to o k 
the bo dy and co v ered it partly with 
sto nes. 
When the relativ es o f the 
murdered man went to claim it they 
fo und that wo lv es and co y o tes had 
pulled away the sto nes and eaten the 
co rpse. 


Unique Penalty Urged Fo r W earing o f 
Odd Headgear. 
Because his v iew was o bstructed by 
the hats o f wo men w hen he attended 
Easter church serv ices Senato r II. W. 
Brelsfo rd o f Austin, Tex ., intro duced a 
bill in the legislature making it unlaw­ 
ful fo r any female to wear in church 
o r any public gathering any hat o r 
headdress haring a cro wn o r any o r­ 
nament ex ceeding two inches in height 
o r a brim mo re than fo ur inches wide. 
The penalty pro v isio n reads: “ Any 
perso n who shall v io late the pro v isio ns 
o f this act shall be guilty o f a misde­ 
meano r and upo n co nv ictio n shall be 
depriv ed o f the priv ilege o f purchasing 
any new hat fo r a perio d o f three y ears 
and then o nly be allo wed to purchase 
o ne co sting less than $2 and to be be 
o f unifo rm design, co st and o rnamen­ 
tatio n.”

men alone are not doing the work. 
The women and the girls are helping.

and work alongside their husb ands 
and their fathers.

“Sweetwater, how came y ou to dis­ 
cov er that Mr. Dunn 
of this 
ram­ 
shackle tenement in Hicks street was 
Identical with the elegantly equip p ed 
admirer of Miss Challoner?” 
“Just this way . The night before 
Miss Challoner’s death I was brooding 
v ery deep ly ov er the

Then I sauntered back 
and entered the house with the fool 
intention of crossing the courty ard 
and wandering into the rear building 
where the crime had occurred. 
But 
my attention was div erted and my 
mind changed by seeing a man com­ 
ing down the stairs before me, of so 
fine a figure 
that 
I 
inv oluntarily 
stop p ed to look at him.. 
“My interest, y ou may believ e, was 
in no wise abated when I learned that 
he was that highly resp ectable tenant 
whose window had been op en at the 
time when half the inmates of the two 
buildings had rushed up to his door, 
only to find a p ap er on it disp lay ing 
these words: 
Gone to New York; 
will be back at 6 :30. Had he returned 
at that hour? I don’t think any body 
had ev er asked; and what reason had 
I for such interference now? But an 
idea once p lanted in my brain sticks 
tight, and I kep t thi-iklng of this man 
all the way to the br,dge. Instinctiv e­ 
ly and quite against .ny will, I found 
my self connecting him

“But I did not see any real connec­ 
tion between the two cases, until, in 
my hunt for Mr. Brotberson, I came 
up on the following facts; that he was 
not alway s 
the 
gentleman

ap ­ 
p eared; that the ap artment in which 
he was sup p osed to liv e was not his 
own but a friend’s named 
Conway ; 
and that he was only there by sp ells. 
When he was there, he dressed like a 
p rince and it was while so clothed he 
ate his meals in the cafe of the Hotel 
Clermont. 
“Of Brotherson himself I saw noth­ 
ing. 
He had come to Mr. Conway ’s 
ap artment the night before—the night 
of Miss Challoner’s death, y ou under­ 
stand—but had remained 
only long 
enough to change his clothes. Where 
he went afterwards is unknown to Mr.

The ambassado r info rmed Secretary 
Kno x that his go v ernment cou ld no t 
regard the enactment of the pro po sed 
land bills into law as an act friendly 
to the J apanese go v ernment o r co n­ 
sistent with the pro v isio ns o f the 
American-J apanese treaty o f 1911. As 
in his statem ent to Mr. Bry an the 
o ther day o n the Califo rnia bills, the 
ambassado r did no t then make any 
fo rmal pro test, but simply warned the 
go v ernment o f the United States o f 
what might be ex pected if the legisla­ 
tio n were put thro ugh. 
Secretary Kno x wro te the go v erno r 
o f W ashingto n info rming him o f the 
attitude o f the J apanese go v ernment. 
As a result o f this letter fro m the sec­ 
retary o f state, the measures which 
the J apanese go v ernment fo und o ffen­ 
siv e nev er became law and further­ 
mo re no publicity was attached to 
their legislativ e death. 
No w that it is kno wn that the Taft 
administratio n pro mptly and quietly 
dispo sed o f a case ex actly similar to 
that befo re the W ilso n administratio n, 
there is an ev en greater interest in 
what actio n Secretary Bry an decides 
upo n.

present, because the trustees, with the. 
knowledge of the law they gained 
this afternoon, can help to create the 
sentiment in favor of 
applying the 
law’ in regard to the employment of 
a county agent and can test out the 
feeling among farmers. 
Each trustee received 
a 
bundle 
containing seed corn testers and ap­ 
plications for entrance to the con­ 
test for prizes offered by the Peo­ 
ples Loan & Trust Company. 
The 
contest started by this financial in­ 
stitution was explained to the trus­ 
tees by E. B. Thomas, the secretary. 
It is not imperative that the boys 
entering the contest become members 
of the corn clubs in each township, 
but this is urged, Mr. Thomas said. 
Neither do the boys have to use the 
seed corn testers, but they are pre­

The law is a dead 
letter if there is no one to apply it. 
The people must see to it that the 
enforcing is done. 
“The executives have taken the 
oath of office to enforce the law’. 
If 
they take it seriously, then the work 
has been done. Again I say the gov­ 
ernment is of and for the people, not 
of and for the judges and executives. 
No judge can go far to the right or 
left of the beaten path marked out 
by the 
people. 
When 
the 
people 
arise and say this or that shall not 
be, even though the law’ is written, it 
is a dead letter. 
“The question before 
us 
is : Do 
we want this law enforced? 
It is up 
to us. 
It does not matter w’hat the 
judge, 
the 
prosecuting 
attorney, 
mayor or any 
other 
official 
may 
think. 
“We should organize a civic league 
—it matters not what we call it— 
one that will have recognition in the 
community. 
It should he composed 
of prominent citizens. Let the execu­ 
tive committee composed of 
strong 
men do the 
work. 
The 
committee 
can ferret out those that are now 
preparing to start ‘blind tigers.’ 
“As individuals w’e should 
stand 
hack of this organization. We should 
give information to the officials. 
It 
is our duty to tell what we know’ in 
assisting to enforce the 
law. We 
can make Rushville the kind of city 
we want it to he.” 
The Rev. Yocum said that the citi­ 
zens of St. Petersburg, Florida w’ere 
fine examples.
